Curtons Letters by a Harvard Man
Whe Berved Under Washington,
Bome curlons aide lights on history, as

valuable In thelr way as (e more serl

ous studiea, are found in a lttle colleo
tion of letters from a Revolutionary
poldler which are preserved in the Har-
vard library. They weote written to
rolatives and friends In New Hamp-
shire by one Willam Weeks, a Har
vard graduate, who was an officer in

Washington's army.

Homeslckness muast have been severe
at timen, though in one of his letters
from Valley Forge this soldler secms
to bave had a hard struggle between
his natoral pleasure at the honors
which he was fortunate enough to be
accorded nnd his nostalgin, "“This
Day," ha writea, “I must be at Gen'l
Sullivan's to take Dinoer with him, the
other day 1 had as great an Honour
confer'd upon me-I hoad the Honour
to take n Class of Wine with Gen'l
Washington & his Lady—HRBut at the
game time 1 should count as great an |
Honour to have the satisfaction of sce- |
Ing, conversing & toking a CGlams of
Wine with my-—¥rionds at Hogse” !

STAGE LIFE TEN YEARS.

New Cvop eof Minor Actors Harvested
Every Decade.

A new crop of stage people is bar-
vested In the United Btates eévery tem
years, Each decade marks the begin-
ning of a new epoch In theatrical his-
tory.

This fact does not apply so aptly to
stars and sage people who dominate
in the profession, for the life of thewe,
0 far as the publie 18 concerned, Is
usually somewhat longer. But with the
rank and flle—those who never rise
higher than the level of minor roles—
ten years is about the limit of endur-
ance, After having served before the
publie for that length of time without
dolog anything sufficlently meritorious
or novel to attract unusual attentlon
the actor or actress, as a rule, passes
away In so far as the profession la
concerned, and a new crop ls harvest-
ed among the many anxious recrults
on the walting list to fill the depleted
ranks. .

Men who deal in the talents of stage
people to the extent of reaping finan-
clal return from thelr labors are better
qualified to "size op” the sliuation
than others, and thelr experience
teaches that few ordinary people of
the theatrieal profession remalin longer
than ten years in the business. They
elther achieve distinetion—although
this Is the exception rather than the
rule—or else drop Into other lUnes after
baving been convinced by experience
that the stage, so far as they are di-
rectly concerned, offers practically no
opportunity for advancement., For this
reason the rank and file of the profes-
sion Is constantly changing, and the
popular idea “once an actor always an
actor” is easlly disproved.—-Chicago
Tribune.

FLOWER AND TREE.

There s a pink variety of lily of the
valley which is often grown in Eng-
land, though seldom seen with us.

fully. Find out thelr habits, thelr
lkes and dislikes. The study ls one
of unfalling pleasure, and it pays rich
interest In perpetunl bloom.

Linnis plants are good for low hedges.
Plants a foot and a half apart will soon
